O., Feb. 8—A few minutes before three o'clock this aft- 


teroon, Wiliam Smyers, father-in-law of Robert C. Lingafelter, overcome by 


the excitement attending .the arrival of the young defendant from Cincinnati., 


fell to the floor of the court room, stricken with paralysis affecting his left 
side. He was carried to an adjoining room and Dr. W. H. Knauss of New- 


ark, 
who was present, was called toattend him. Dr. Knauss said at three 


o'clock that he could not tell at that .time how serious the case may be. but 
jn view of the fact that Mr. Smyers was stricken with paralysis about three, 


years ago., it Is feared this attack may prove very serious, if not fatal.

two. It was just 2:13 this afternoon as Robert ascended the steps lead- 
ing to the court house.

Attacked at Night. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 8.—A dispatch 


from 
Mukden says: 
A detachment 


of scouts and a company under com- 
mand of Prince Magaloff carried out a 
daring raid beyond the Taitse river the 
night of Feb. 4. They attacked the 
Japanese pickets and then entered the 
village and bayonetted the garrison. 
The Japanese were panic-stricken; 
straw signal fires were lighted in all 
directions, strong reinforcements came 
up, and the scouts, without firing a 
shot, retreated. They were supported 
energetically by the company, which 
was belated by the difficulty of cross- 
ing the Taitse river. The Russians re- 
turned without loss, bringing in one 
prisoner. The Japanese loss was more 
than 50 killed. 


The peace talk resulting 
from 


visits of Ambassador Cassini and Min- 
ister Takahira at the state department 
in Washington and the conferences of 
Ambassador Durand and Mr. Spring- 
Rice, first secretary of the British em- 
bassy at St. Petersburg, with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on Sunday, finds not 
the slightest echo in official and diplo- 
matic circles at St. Petersburg, where 
Emperor Nicholas' oft-repeated decla- 
ration that the war must be carried to 
a satisfactory conclusion remains the 
keynote of the situation. Considerable 
satisfaction is felt consequently at the 
Washington telegram stating that as- 
surance have been given by Ambassa- 
dor Cassini that Sir Mortimer Du- 
rand's and Mr. Spring-Rice's presence 
at the White House was in no way 
counected with the termination of the 
war 
This is all the more readily be- 


lieved because the diplomatic world is 
aware that Mr. Spring-Rice is a per- 
sonal frieno. of President Roosevelt 
On the other hand the visits of Count 
Cassini and Minister Takahira to Sec- 
retary Hay are more easily attribut- 
able to discussions of Chinese neutral- 
ity than to negotiating terms of peace. 
The prevailing opinion among diplo- 
mats in St. Petersburg is that Japan 
and Russia would choose France rather 
than the United States when the time 
arrives to discuss terms of peace.

Oklahoma and Indian Territory One 


State, New Mexico Another- 


Arizona Left Out, 


Washington, Feb. 8.—The joint stats- 


hood bill, as passed by the senate, pro- 
vides for the admission of the states 
of Oklahoma, to be composed of 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory, and 
New Mexico, according to the pres- 
ent boundaries, with0 Arizona elimi- 
nated. 
One of the first amendments 


taken up was the one prohibiting the 
sale of intoxicating liquors in what is 
now Indian Territory for tne next 10 
years, and this was displaced with a 
substitute offered by Mr. Gallinger 
which extended the amendment to the 
entire state for a period of 21 years, 
and this was adopted. The committee 
accepted an amendment proposed by 
Mr. Foraker providing for a separate 
vote by each of the territories of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico on the constitu- 
tion to be adopted by the proposed 
state of Arizona. That provision had 
scarcely been made a part of the bill 
when Mr. Bard presented his amend- 
ment, which provided foi- the admis 
sion of New Mexico as a state without 
the addition of Arizona. This amend- 
ment was at first adopted by the close 
vote of 42 to 40. This vote was taken 
while the senate was sitting in com- 
mittee of the whole, and was reversed 
by the senate proper by the tie vote 
of 38 to 38. Subsequently the senate 
decided, by a vote of 38 to 36, to en 
tirely eliminate New Mexico and Ari- 
zona from the bill. Then Mr. Bard re 
newed his proposition for the admis 
sion of New Mexico as a state, anc 
this amendment prevailed by the vott 
of 40 to 37. The effect was to elimi 
nate Arizona from the bill and to es 
tablisb a state of New Mexico and an 
other of Oklahoma and Indian Terri 
tory. In this form the bill passed. The 
bill originated in the house, and was 
sent to conlerence.

that occasion the college authorities 
were represented by John G. Carlisle 
of New York; Mr. Guy Mallon of Cin- 
cinnati, and Senator C. F. Burnam ol 
this place. The state was represented 
by B. A. Crutcher, Commonwealth't 
Attorney. 


Judge Benton upholds the Day bill 


and 
sustains its constitutionality 


both in regard to the separation ol" tlie 
races and as to the provisions of the 
bill requiring schools for whites and 
negroes when maintained by the same 
board to be 25 miles apart.

ness in the damage suit of Mrs. Abre- 
lia Marcuia against Judge Alex Hargis 
andothers for conspiracy in connection 
with the murder of James B. Mar- 
cum. Feltner's statement is to the 
effect that attorney for the defense, 
B. F. French, offered him $1,000 to 
leave Winchester without testifying, 
and that if he did not go he would be 
hanged for the murder of Jesse Fields 
some time ago in Breathitt county. 
Feltner says he accepted the money, 
•went to Cincinnati and turned it over 
to his brother, Felix Feltner. 
Later 


he (Moses Feltne:-) was met in Cincin- 
nati by Mr French and was told to 
stay where he was, as warrants had 
been issued for him in many counties 
in .Kentucky bordering on the Ohio 
river. 
French told him, according to 


Feltner's deposition, that his bond had 
been vacated in the Fields murder 
case, and that a warrant would be sent 
to Cincinnati for him, but that he must 
not come back to Kentucky without a 
requisition. But, Mr. French told hire, 
the statement continues, that Gover- 
nor 
Beckham had promised him 


(French) that this requisition would 
not be issued until after the Marcum- 
Hargis cases had been settled. French 
then gave him more money, he said, 
and after spending some time in vari- 
ous Ohio towns and Indianapolis, Felt- 
ner says he concluded tof return to 
Kentucky and give himself up as a 
witness. 


CLAIMS SWINDLE. 


John J. Felix Says He Was Fleeced 


Out of Fifty Thousand Dollars by 


a Scheme. 


New York, Feb. 8.—On the allega- 


tion that he had been fleeced out oJ 
$50,000 by a pretended wire-tapping 
scheme, John J. Felix has caused the 
arrest of Lawson Crane, and the police 
are searching for two other men whom 
Felix charges with being concerned in 
the scheme. Felix is a German and a 
dealer in musical instruments. He says 
that since he came from Germany last 
June he has lost $30.000 by playing rou- 
lette. Lately he said a stranger who 
pretended to have met him in a gam- 
bling establishment came to him with 
an offer to enable him to recoup his 
losses by a tip on the New Orleans 
horse races to be secured by wire-tap-

ADDRESSES CORNELL STUDENTS 


ON CHRISTIANITY. 


Christ's Teachings Fundamental 
and 


Needed by Students, But No His- 


tory in the Bible. 


Ithaca, Feb. 8.—"An r-dnoated man 


who would today quote the Uibli1 as 
an authority on any physical .subject 
would be an object o) ridicule in the 
eyes of all educated hearers. 
Our 


Bible is but the mould ol two thous- 
and years ago into which was poured 
the fundamental principles of religion. 
Its facts are not history as they have 
been considered for the past nineteen 
centuries. 
Indeed, 
there is no his- 


tory in the Bible, 
because the He- 


brews never wrote history. There may 
be material for history, but not his- 
tory itself." 


These were the words of President 


Jacob Gould 
Schurman ot 
Cornell 


University on Sumlaj, 
when he ad- 


dressed the students from the puJpit 
of Sage Chapel, the 
occasion 
being 


the first Sunday ot thp second semes- 
ter of the university year.' President 
Schurman spoke to 3.200 undergradu- 
ates, who crowded the chapel to its 
doors. 
His subject was "The Chris- 


tianity of To-Day." 


President Schurman said that the 


Christ of the twentieth century must 
be admitted to be different Irom the 
Christ of the preceding nineteen cen- 
turies. "The Bible." he said, "can no 
longer be considered a text book of 
science. It seems strange to us that 
men should ever have considered it 
as such.

set down in the Bible."

Bible attributes to Jesus Christ, Pres- 
ident Schurman said: 


"We have today our Christian Sci- 


ence and our faith cure, by means of 
which we see one man exerting great 
powers over both minds and bodies 
of others. Who can say what great 
influence Jesus Christ might not have 
had in conformity even with the laws 
of nature over the minds and bodies 
of men? 


"Although we have broken away 


from the garb in which the teachings 
of Christ were first clothed, the prin- 
ciples he taught are still needed 
to 


save our race from despair, material- 
ism and scepticism, and our young 
men from low standards.
